SICILY IS HIT 
BY BIG STORM

Enormous Damage Is Report­ 
ed As Cyclone Sweeps 
Island. 


Rome, Feb. 24.—A cyclone de­ 
scribed as of “unprecedented vio­ 
lence" virtually isolated Sicily from 
the continent and spread destruction 
of life and property over a wide area 
in the island off the tip of Italy 
Sunday. 
The provinces of Palermo, Tra­ 
pani, Caltanissetia, Agrigen to, Kuna j 
and Siracusa were reported worst 
affected by the wind which, like a 
wall, moved irresistibly over most of 
the island, spreading devastation in 
Us wake. 
Tile wind was accompanied by 
torrential rains and heavy hail­ 
storms in the pest forty-eight hours. 
Fields were devastated, orchards up­ 
rooted, thousands of trees tom up, 
traffic crippled and communications 
disrupted. Shipping was endanger­ 
ed and vessels in southern Italian 
ports were forced in many Instances 
to remain in harbor, delaying sail­ 
ings. 
Death Toll Incomplete 
The death toll was uncertain. 
Four were reported dead in Sicily. 
The damage was expected to be 
enormous. 
At Palermo, the River Passo di 
Rigano broke from its banks and 
flooded the suburb of Uditore. The 
waters rushed through the streets 
and reached Palermo, where many 
blocks were transformed into lakes. 
Traffic was effected by boats. 
Low-lying sections of the city look­ 
ed like Venice, with every street a 
canal. A derrick at the new post 
office building in the course of con­ 
struction toppled onto a nearby 
house, causing the top floor to crash. 
However, no casualties resulted, dis­ 
patches said.

Feb. 24 CAP).—The 
supreme court may pass this week 
upon the validity of the nations) 
prohibition law. The court will re­ 
convened after a three weeks* re­ 
cess and a number of important de­ 
cisions are expected. 
Included in the list of forty-six 
controversies on which the justices 
have been preparing opinions is the 
decision of Federal Judge Clark, of 
New Jersey, holding the prohibition 
law invalid because it was ratified 
by .state legislatures instead of state 
conventions. 
This case was speeded to the su­ 
preme court for an early decision 
and it was expected in some quar­ 
ters the opinion would be iuuidcd 
down today. 
Court Keeps Up With Docket 
The court has managed to keep up 
to date on its work white other 
federa land state courts are laboring 
with congested dockets. It is now 
able to hear cases as rapidly as at­ 
torneys can prepare them for pre­ 
sentation white other courts, in 
many instances, require a year or 
more. 
This lias been accomplished in the 
face of increased business. During 
the present term thirty more cases 
have been docketed than during the 
same period last ye ar. Up to the 
present it has lteftrd 112 cases, com­ 
pared with 98 last term, and has dis­ 
posed of 424, compared with 397 
i last year. 
Credited to Taft 
Not long ago the court was from 
(two to three years behind in its 
work. but will close its present term 
in June with practically no case car­ 
ried over to the next term which 
was ready for oral argument. 
The late Chief Justice Talt is gen­ 
erally credited with speeding up the 
work of the ooart which enabled it 
to keep abreast of the docket. Chief 
Justice Hughes has carried the work 
forward _
